KENT FOREGOES 


Inspect Pest Measure. 
Urges Act to Exclude Medi- 
terranean Fruit 


Wants Thousand 
Dollars for Quarantine. 


{By Federal (Wireless) Line to The Times.) 


TIMES, July 18.—[Special Dispatch.] 
Representative William Kent of Cali- 
fornia has just postponed a trip to 
Furope because he sees a chance to 
secure a passage at this session of 
Congress of a bill to prevent the en- 
trance of the MedMerranean fly into 
this country. This fly, Mr. Kent said 
today, is as much of a menace to 
fruit crops in the United States as 
the boll weevil is te the cotton crop. 
He te urging the passage of what is 
known as the Simmons quarantine 
blll, which grants to the Agricultural 
Department an appropriation of $25,- 
000 to establish a. quarantine against 
the Mediterranean fly, The Pacific 
Coast is particularly interested in pre- 
venting this insect in getting a foot- 
hold tn this country. 

“We now have,” said Mr. Kent, “a 
sort of shotgun quarantine against the 
Mediterranean fiy tn California. Our 
State authorities examine every bit 
of fruit that is brought into this coun- 
try aboard ships which make port in 
our State. It has been difficult, how- 
ever, to get the general public in- 
terested in this fight. They do not 
realize how important it ts. 

“If this insect once becomes estab- 
lished it will never be eradicated. Its 
history will be like that of the boll 
weevil, which has done miliions of 
dollars’ worth of damage annually to 
our cotten crop. The Mediterranean 
fly attacks almost every variety of 
fruit. It will destroy great industries 
in the United States if it ever gets a 
feothol4. We want the strictest sort 
of a quarantine against it. 

“The fruit industries of this country 
represent an annual value of hundreds 
of millions of dollars and: they are 
certainiy sufficientiy important to call 
for a $25,000 appropriation to prevent 
the introduction of a pest. A few 
weeks ago it seemed as though there 
wes no way to get this except to get 
it through Congress. Now there 
geems to be a chance and I have aban- 
doned a contemplated trip to Europe.” 


NEW LAND RULES ISSUED.

WILL ORGANIZE CABINET. 


New Grand Visier of Turkey Is 
Tewfix Pasha, Turkish Ambassador 
at Filling Vacanoy. 

(BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 18.— 
Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish Ambassa- 
dor at London, has been appointed 
Grand Vizier. He has a reputation 
for good judgment and moderation 
and is expected to form a Cabinet 
to succeed the one which resigned to- 
day. 

It is probable he will include in 
his Cabinet Nazim Pasha, commander 
of the first army corps, as Minister of 
War, which would assist in the coal- 
ition of the different parties and pos- 
sibly prevented the dissolution of 
the chamber. It ts doubtful 
whether the Young Turks party would 
acquiesce in this solution. 

The resignation of the Cabinet was 
due largely to its inability to accept 
the conditions which Mahmoud 
Mukhtar demanded as the price of 
his acceptance of the war portfolio— 
amnesty measures and clemency to- 
ward the Albanian rebels and the 
withdrawal of all troops from Al- 
bania. 

It is announced that a peace mis- 
sion will be dispatched to Albania 
to endeavor to persuade the rebels 
to settlement of all grievances.

BABIES SOB AS 
“MOTHER” GOES. 


Mrs. Stoddard Resigns Work 
of Century. 


Beloved of Thousands of Wee 
Waifs to Retire. 


Many Charitable Bodics to 
Keenly Feel Loss. 


The public charities of Los Angeles, 
more especially those whose purview 
includes the “mothering” of her 
thousands of homeless and motherless 
waifs, sustained perhaps the greatest 
single loss of their history yesterday 
when, with her resignation as presi- 
dent of the board of managers of the 
Florence Crittenton Home, Mrs. 
Frank Stoddard bade ‘a sorrowful 
farewell to a work of love and de- 
votion in which she has been a bright 
and shining light for more than 
twenty-five years. 

Known and beloved as the “Little 
Mother of the Motherless,” there are 
none in the roll of the city’s charitable 
workers whose loss means more to 
the wee tots to whom life’s seamy 
side is turned. Her resignation, 
presented to the board at its annual 
meeting, stirred an instant storm of 
protest. Every member of the board, 
the Finance Committee, the trustees, 
the medical staff and the men's ad- 
visory board, rose to his feet and de- 
clared that she should not be al- 
lowed to retire. Eulogium such as 
has seldem been given any woman 
was poured out to Mrs. Stoddard in 
unstudied and heartfelt words, urging 
her to reconsider. — 

MANY FEEL LOSS. 

Moved to the verge of tears by this 
Warm appreciation, Mrs. Stoddard ex- 
plained that she myst rest for at least 
@ year from every kind of charitable 
work. This will mean her retire- 
ment from the Board of the Associated 
Charities, the Conference of Social 
Workers, the Mother's Congress, the 
King's Daughters, and all work of this 
character. The members of the 
hoard still hope that thev can per- 
suade her to change her mind before 
the year !s up, but positiveness and 
definiteness are the principles which 
Mrs. Stoddard has employed in all her 
work, and it is exceedingly unlikely 
that she will recede from the position 
taken.

Inner Works—Bids to Be 


Advisory Board Approves Goodrich Plans for In- 
Which Include Also Hundred-thousand- 
dollar Wharf in Mormon Island Channel, and Great

PLENDID progress toward the 
S immediate and ultimate develop- 

ment of Los Angeles harbor was 
made last evening when the Harbor 
Advisory Board approved the Good- 
rich plans providing for the construc- 
tion of a $1,000,000 wharf on the 
Huntington concession in the outer 
harbor and a $100,000 wharf in the 
Mormon Island channel. 

It was an epoch-making meeting in 
that specific action was taken for the 
first time by the board on the Good- 
rich plans for the general improve- 
ment and development of the harbor. 

Apparently every effort is made by 
the board to rush the work, and an-

It will have a weight-carrying ca-’ 
pacity of 300 pounds live-load to the 
square foot. It will be forty-five 
feet wide for 1005 feet and fifty fect 
wide for 620 feet. Specifications are 
now being drawn by the City Engi.- 
neer and will be submitted to the) 
board tomorrow. Humphreys of the

Goodrich’s plans for the develop- 
ment of Wilmington harbor were ap- 
proved by the Harbor Commission 
yesterday afternoon and a resolution 
Was adopted urging the War, Depart- 
ment to allow certain changes in the 
lines of the inner harbor, Goodrich 
also submitted a plan for the widen- 
ing of the channel at the entrance of 
the harbor from 600 feet as at pres- 
ent to 1000 feet. 

The plan of the Salt Lake Railroad 
Company to build a big coal pocket 
for the handling of Utah coal in ship- 
load lots, and to build extensive addi-« 
tions to its present wharf at East San 
Pedro, according to the amended 
plans suggested by Goodrich, were 
made public for the first time. 

The $327,250 appropriation for 
deepening the harbor to thirty-five 
feet was favorably acted upon yester- 
day bv the Senate and House Con- 
ference Committee, according to ad- 
vices received last evening by the 
Mayor from Congressman Stephens.

Col. McKinistry, United States engi- 
neer in charge of the harbor, at- 
tended the meeting and announced, 
that he will immediately waive all 
delay in the matter of calling the 
hearing on the special application of 
the city to change the harbor lines 
at Wilmington to conform with the 
Goodrich plans. The retjuest of the 
government to deposit silt®dredging 
on Smith's Island was unsettled.

SALOON LUNCHES! ARE SLATED 
TO GO, 


In Chagrin Unionite Representa- 
tive Spits Out Rumor of Frame- 
up, but Councilmen Are Indignant 
in Repudiation—Commitice Kec- 
emmends Passage of Ordinance. 


A unanimous recommendation of 
the Legislation Committee yesterday 
that the City Council adopt the ordi- 
nance prohibiting free lunches in sa- 
loons followed one of the most spir- 
ited public hearings in the Council 
chambers for many months. 

One of the features of the debate 
was the assertion of W. A. Engle, rep- 
resentative of the Central Council of 
Labor, who appeared for this organ- 
ization to oppese the proposed ordi- 
nance, that it is common report that 
the Good Government Organization 
and the liquor dealers formed an alli- 
ance in the last municipal election for 
the defeat of the Bocialists and that 
the Councilmen were obligated to 
carry out their part of the contract 
by giving the saloon men what they 
wanted. 

This raised the ire of Councilmen 
Lusk, Reed and Andrews, and each 
declared that if there-had been any 
dickering between the two elements 
mentioned it was entirely without their 
knowledge and that so long as the 
saloon business was licensed they 
should accord it the same protection 
given to any other business, but no 
more. 

Engle said that he did not make 
this as a charge, but that it was a 
matter of general comment. 

Among the speakers in favor of the 
ordinance were Mrs. Wheat, president 
of the City Federation of the W.C.T. 
U.; Mrs. Hester T. Griffith, the State 
president of this organization, and Sam 
Small, the evangelist, who declared 
that he knew what he was talking 
about, as he had been a patron of the 
saloons “in all languages” and had 
epent thousands of dollars in acquir- 
ing his experience. He looked upon 
the free lunch simply as an adjunct 
to acquire more business for the sa- 
loon and therefore a factor to be 
condemned. 

Many phases of the free-lunch sub- 
ject were discussed, from the proposi- 
tion of the sausage makers, that the 
adoption of the ordinance would put 
them out of business, to the plea that

the lunch should be retained as a 
benefit to the stranded man who has 
no other opportunity to get something 
to eat, 

This brought about a discussion of 
the proposed municipal coffee-houses 
which Mra. Wheat championed, but 
when Councilman Lusk suggested that 
this was a field of practical labor for 
the W.C.T.U. there developed a dif- 
ference of opinion between the repre- 
sentatives of this organization as to 
whther it could sanction coffee. Mrs. 
Griffith championed hot milk inetead. 
Joseph Musgrove, an attorney rep- 
resenting the houses supplying the 
saloons with foeodstuffa for their 
lunches, declared that between $60,- 
000 and $70,000 per month is spent by 
the Los Angeles saloons for free 
lunches.

Theodore N. Barnsdale brought 
sult in the United States District 
Court yesterday against James C. 
Yancey, F. A. McCormick, Minnie 
Taylor, Edmund Burke, (against 
whom charges were made in a credi- 
tor’s petition against Yancey several 
days ago,) and others, asking for an 
accounting in a Sarge oil lease deal in 
Kern county. A temporary injunction 
was issued by Judge Wellborn, re- 
straining Yancey and the other de- 
fendants from disposing of the min- 
ing claims involved. 

According to the complaint Barns- 
dale and Yancey entered into an 
agreement in April, 1909, to search 
for and acquire mineral and oil-bear- 
ing lands in California.

It was further agreed that Barns- 
dale was to pay all expenses of drill- 
ing for oil without charge to Yancey, 
but In case of sale or lease of the 
lands the cost of development should 
be repaid to Barnsdale.
